If Sf. %affy and Sr. James 
meet t gether in this Houfe, all the Calves that 
are then born will be made Veal of ; but if Sc, 
Andrew and ft. George be moderately £0^^' 
tim i tut Calves that are then born will be pre- 
feryetf for Bulls and milch Cows; the Dpus 
that are ^then whelp’d will be in ! great efteem 
with their Ladies, fitch are Ifland Curs}; and lit- 
tle spaniels with long ears. 

The third Houfe is paved with guilt Nut- 
megs, and the Ceding? are of Amber-greece. 
St. George being in this Houfe it betokened* 
Kingffiip, and Church Government, but if St. 
Andrew come, it portends the downfall of all* 
Committees of fafcty. 

The fourth Houfe, gives judgement of fab- 
bed Beads, and green ginger Pies ; as aifo when 
it is good to eat T ripes, blote Herrings, fried 
frogs, rotten Eggs, and Monkeys tayis butter’d 
as aifo whether Whores be found or no, whena 
man may lie with another mans wife, but not
